finite Love, that every sin is perpétrated. This 
is the measure of its epormity. So good as God 
is, even so evil is the sin which is committed 
against him, No punishment can exceed its infi- 
nite dement. 

The malice which transgresses the law of love, 
thereby stabs, so far as it can, at the very life and 
nature of the godhead. And though it be impo- 
tent there, and able to inflict no injury im that 
direction, yet it does great harm among men. Not 
only is its influence most pernicious, and terrible 
as a spreading pestilence, but it wars against the 
best interests of universal being. In trampling 
on the divine Jaw as he does in every act of trans- 
gression, the sinner is fighting against the welfare 
of all his fellow creatures. He is wounding them 
all in the most vital point, and is cutting into the 
only bond of union which can hold them together. 
He is doing that which loosens the ties of moral 
obligation, brings in confusion and every evil work, 
takes off the restraints which should chain up every 
corrupt propensity, tends wholly and only to turn 
all where it comes into a hell, and,—worst of all,—- 
dishonors God, robs him of his glory, and refuses 
to have him reign over the soul. 

Our Savior says of the sinner in his unbelief; 
“He is condemned already!” He ia condemned 
by the law he has broken. He is condemned by 
the purity and rectitude of God, in going directly 
contrary thereto. He is condemned by that 
matchless mercy and compassion he requites with 
nothing but hardness of heart. The sinner is 
indeed condemned already. To be sure, he is not 
as yet arrested, he is not personally arraigned be- 
fore the righteous Judge, he is not formally sen- 
tenced to everlasting death, he is not actually sub- 
jected to the penalty of the law. But all this 
hangs over him like a black and boding cloud, 
ready to burst upon his head at any moment. God, 
the ever present witness of his most secret 
thonghts, is only awaiting the result of his own 
patience and kindness toward the offender. He is 
waiting till it shall be seen whether the sinner 
will repent under the leadings of divine good 
or whether he will go on to fill up the measure of 
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his sins, and is to be delivered over to his doom 


as one otterly incorrigible, and as ready to tread 
under foot the blood of the Son of Ged, as he has 
been to spurn at the law and authority of the 
Father. 

The sinner is in a state of constant peril, as lia- 
ble to be cut off in his sins. It is an aggravation 
of the misery of his case, that be is usually uncon- 
scious of it. He fancies himeelf in safety, wher 
environed with the greatest perils; he sleeps ir 
supposed security, yet tosses feverishly on the 
brink of eternal ruin ; he dreams of his imaginary 
worth and excellence, while he is becoming even 
more vile and corrupt in the sight of God, and 
rapidly verging toward an everlasting fall. 

The sentence of death is recorded on his soul in 
the blackest characters of guilt. The execution 
of that sentence hangs suspended but for a brief 
and most uncertain time. The naked and uplift- 
ed sword of justice is liable to descend upon him 
at any momeat. At every step his feet come 
nearer to the unknown limit which the forbearance 
of God has set. Each new sin is a fresh spark 
flying over the magazine, and likely to explode 
at once its accumulating stores of vengeance. 
He is beset with unutterable danger. It broods 
over him and closely surrounds him night and day. 
At any time, in any employment, and im any 
place, “ wrath may come upon him to the utter- 
inost.”

Hon. Wm. B. Calhoun, President, in the |

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this meeting, 
immediate measures ought to be taken by our 
colleges and other literary institutions to give 
direct and positive instruction in the art and sci- 
ence of agriculture, 

Hon. John C. Gray of Boston, spoke tothe 
resolution. He said that he had written and 

»ken in favor of the plan recommended in 
the resolution ; and a professorship has been 
established at the oldest university in the coun- 
try, Harvard, in which the practical sciences 
would be tanght, which he supposed would 
include instruction in agriculture. He spoke 
of the mass of matter that had been published 
on agriculture, and ofthe many errors in years 
past; of late it had been different. He spoke 
of the difficulty of getting good works on farm- 
ing, as practical men were not scholars, and 
| scholars were mere theorists. 

Hon. Mr. Starkweather said that some 

years ago a Mr. Bussy who owned a fine 
| estate in this vicinity left a large legacy for 
the establishment of a farm school, and he in- 
quired what was done in this respect. To 
this no definite answer was given. 

Hon. Mr. Calhoun said, that there was only 
| am attempt to establish an agricultural pro- 
| fessorship at Amherst College, which had fail- 
ed for want of funds, but by the aid lately 
| obtained from the State he thought the plan 
| would go into execution ; and that a pattern 
farm would be connected with the college. 
The board of that institution were very desir- 
ous to accomplish this, and he thought they 
would now be able to do it.

How to Get Out of a Tight Place. 


Mitwavnie, W. T., Feb. 21, 1847.—The 
following story is well known to many of the 
early settlers of this territory, having been re- 
lated to them by the Indians, who were eye- 
witnesses to the transaction, and who expect- 
ed no doubt tofhave a time, but, as the sequel 
will show, were disappointed. The princi- 
pal actor is now living among us, and I had 
the story from himself some years since.

ty eT should find it some little at 
rifice to pay his vows unto the Lord, will 
such an excuse exonerate him? or will God 
itt can any sacrifice be compared 
to that which the Lord Jesus Christ so freely 
made for man’s salvation? If the chris- 
tian is unfaithful to his obligations to God, 
ought he to expect his blessing, “ Why call 
ve me Lord, Lord, and-do not the things 
ehich” he commandeth. Make haste then, 
oh beloved disciple, to do your Lord's will, 
and dedicate to him, with scrupulous care, 
at Jeast a tithe of all that he may commit unte 
be faithful ‘‘in that which is least, 
that he may commit unto you much,” and 
he will secure, to you ‘the true riches.” 
Po not curtail your lawful tithes, but if need 
be, reduce your expenses, and make sure of 
the pleasure of being “ just towards God.” 
hile you find yourself in the daily per- 
formance of your duty in this respect, you | 
will have the satisfaction of feeling that you | 
have in some slight measure rendered “ unto 
God the things that are God's.” As of old, 
so now, God will not accept “ the lame, the 
blind, and the halt,” as fit offerings for his 
house. He cannot surely take pleasure in 
having his storehouse filled with the glean- 
ings of the field, while we have rioted upon 
the fat of the flock, and the golden harvest ; 
and then only perhaps when we have no fur- 
ther use for our abundance. Give unto the 
Lord “ the first fruits of all your increase,” 
and not the mere lees of the overflowing 
wine press, not merely what you find you 
have left, after the short-sighted policy is ar- 
ranged of providing “ for heirs, you know not 
who.” Shall we not be far wiser, to “lay 
up for ourselves” and our children “a 
treasure in heaven,” which will not corrupt, 
by first of all, before our stewardship is at an 
end, proving ourselves faithful stewards ; 
then we may indeed expect that “ the cruise 
of oil” which we may leave to our children 
* shall not fail,” but that, under his guidance 
and blessing, “ their bread shall be sure.” Is 
it not better to “ trust in the Lord and do 
ood” while he gives us the power, and be 
thus daily conscious of the approbation of 
the great Head of the church, so that we 
shall be able to embrace the offer which he 
makes, to “‘ leave our fatherless children ” to 
him when he shall call us home? What 
virtue or satisfaction should it be toa dying 
christian, whose coffers have long overflowed 
with corroding gold, that he should then 
only, or chiefly, devote even the mass of the 
wealth which are at his departure so useless 
to him.

Do we not thus 
rob God, while we most assuredly rob our- 
selves of the delightful consciousness which 
results from grateful obedience? How much 
better, more worthy and becoming the chris- 
tian, to prove his faithfulness from day to 
day “in that which is least,” thus proving 
ourselves capable of faithfulness ‘in that 
which is much,” with which God may see fit 
to entrust us. 

It is not however truce, that even the chris- 
tian disciple, who honestly devotes very 
much of his worldly substance to the cause 
of his Master, has it always repaid in kind, 
for we occasionally see, even such an one, 
bereft of his worldly gains as in a moment, 
and his pecuniary means of usefulness thus 
suddenly cut off.
